CHAPTER 2562.
[Published Moy 17, 1865.]

AN ACT to extend the time for the collection of taxes in the town
of Prairie du Chien.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represonted n senaie
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. The time for the collection of taxes on the
taxroll of Prairie da Chien, in the county of Crawford,
now in the hands of the town treasurer, is hereby ex-
tended until the first day of July next: provided, this
act shall not affect the collection and paying over of the
state and county taxes for said town.

SsetroN 2. The present town treasurer of said town
is hereby authorized and empowered to continue and
complete the collection of the taxes on the roll in his
hands, until the first day of July next, at which time be
shall make a full settlement with the town supervisors of
said town, of all bourty or other moneys which he shall
have collected or received.

8gorioN 8. This act shall take effeot and be in forcs
from and after its passage. :

CHAPTER 258.

AN ACT to reduce the capital stoock of the Union bank of Columbus

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenied in sen-
atf :?z)d assembly, do enact as follows :

SgorioN 1. The Union bank of the village of Co-
lumbus is hereby permitted to reduce its csd;:xtal stock
to a sum not less than twenty-five thousand dollars, up-

on filing a certificate with the secretary of state, that

said bank has complied with the requirements of subdi-
vision thirteen of an act to smend chapter 479 of the
general laws of Wisconsin for the year 1852, entitled

“sn act to authorize the business of banking in the
state of Wisconsin,” approved May 15th, 1858, and set-
ting forth in ssid certificate the amount to which sueh
capital stock is reduced : provided, that said bank shall rovis.
not be allowed to reduce its capital stock to an amount
lessthan its circulating notes outstanding at the time of
the filing of the certificate required by this section ; and
said bank shall be required to pay to the state treas-
urer all taxes due to the state on the full smounts of its
capital up to snd including the day on which said cer-
tificate is filed with the bank comptroller.

BucrioN 2. The president and cashier of the said Jimificatetobe
bank named in section one of this act shall, after the
passage of this act, file in the office of the register of
deeds in the county where said bank is loceted, a certif-
icate, under oath, stating the sum to whioh the capital
stock of said bank is reduced.

Sgerron 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 254.

AN ACT to legalise all the proceedings of two special town meet-
ings held in the town of Ixonia, county of Jefferson, state of
Wisopnsin, on the 7th day of January, 1865, and on the 15th day
of February, 1865, for the purpose of raising bounty for volun-
teers in said town, and to légalize the acts of the town officers
of said town under the votes and resolutions passed at said town
meetings.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows: ’

Skcrion 1. All the proceedings of two special town Bouaty tax pro-
meetings held in the town of Ixonia, in the county of imsd.
Jefferson, state of Wisconsin, on the 7th day of Janu-
ary, 1865, and on the 16th day of February, 1865, for
the purpose ef raising money to pay bounties to volun-
teors, and sll acts of the supervisors or other officers of
said town, done under and in pursuance of such pro-
ceedings, are hereby declared to be legal and binding
